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Pres.  Heber  J.  Grant  Mourned 

NOVEMBER  22,  1856,  was  really  a  historical  day  for  the  Church  and  the  woi'ld, 
for  it  was  the  day  that  our  Father  in  Heaven  sent  this  noble  spirit,  reserved  for 
the  latter  days,  to  earth  to  fill  an  important  mission  to  the  Church  as  its  great  leader 
and  to  the  world  to  raise  a  warning  voice  and  cry  r(.'penl;uice  to  all  mankind. 


Nine  years  after  the  Pioneers  arrived  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  President  Grant  was 
born  in  humble  circumstances  into  a  home  of  nobility  and  character.  A  few  days 
after  his  birth  his  father,  Jedediah  M.  Grant,  was  called  home  and  President  Grant 
was  reared  by  his  widowed  mother.  During  these  early  years  she  laid  the  foundation 
for  his  character.  Upon  this  foundation  he  continued  to  build  throughout  his  life ; 
the  influence  of  his  mother  upon  his  life  was  a  source  of  great  strength  to  him. 

Early  in  his  life  President  Grant  realized  and  assumed  the  responsibility  that  was 
his  in  providing  a  home  and  all  that  was  necessary  to  provide  the  comforts  he  desired 
for  his  mother. 

Very  early  President  Grant  planned  his  life's  work  and  made  ready  for  it.  These 
plans  were  soon  changed  for  he  was  always  obedient  to  the  call  of  the  Priesthood. 
At  the  early  age  of  24  years  he  was  called  to  preside  over  the  Tooele  Stake  of  Zion 
and  presided  there  for  two  years.  He  was  then  called  and  ordained  an  apostle  on 
October  16,  1882,  and  during  his  apostleship  he  served  the  Church  faithfully  and  well. 
He  also  opened  the  Japanese  Mission,  ser-ved  as  president  of  the  British  and  European 
Mission,  and  held  many  other  positions  of  great  responsibility.       During  many  years  of

1  lia\'c  «eeu  men  in  high  places  start  in 
1)\  (h'inking  tea  and  coffee,  saying,  "  that 
(lofsn't  amount  to  anything,"  then  next 
using  Hquor,  then  next  finding  fault  with 
the  authorities  of  the  church,  and  the  first 
thing  1  knew  they  left  the  Church.  But 
I  have  never  known  a  person,  man  or 
woujan,  who  attended  his  meetings,  and 
partook  of  tlie  spirit  and  inspiration  that  are 
present  in  the  meetings  of  true,  faithful 
Latter-day  Saints,  who  has  ever  apostitized. 


Every  living  soul  among  the  Latter-day 
Saints  who  fast  two  meals  once  a  month, 
will  be  benefited  spiritually,  and  be  built 
up  in  the  faith  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ — benefited  spiritually  in  a 
wonderful  way — and  sufficient  means  will 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  bishops  to  take  care 
of  all  the  poor. 

If  there  is  any  one  thing  that  will  bring 
peace  and  contentment  into  the  human 
heart,  and  into  the  family,  it  is  to  live  with- 
in our  means.  And  if  there  is  any  one 
thing  that  is  grinding  and  discouraging  and 
disheartening,  it  is  to  have  debts  and 
obligations  that  one  cannot  meet. 


I  have  never  seen  the  day  when  I  was 
not  willing  to  do  the  meanest  work  (if  there 
is  such  a  thing  as  mean  work,  which  I 
doubt)  rather  than  be  idle. 


DUTY. 

I  maintain  that  it  is  the  absolute  duty  of 
every  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  to  so  order  his 
life  that  his  example  will  be  worthy  of  the 
imitation  of  all  men,  thus  bringing  credit 
and  blessings  to  himself  and  his  posterity 
and  also  making  friends  for  the  work  of  the 
Lord.  This  should  be  the  loftiest  ambition 
of  every  Latter-day  Saint. 


COUNSEL. 

I  ask  every  man  and  woman  occupying 
a  place  of  responsibility  whose  duty  it  is  to 
teach  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  live  it 
and   keep    the   commandments   of   God,    so 


that  their  example  will  teach  it.  And  it 
they  cannot  live  it,  we  will  go  on  loving 
them.  We  will  go  on  putting  our  arms 
around  them.  We  will  go  on  praying  for 
them  that  they  may  become  strong  enough 
to  live  it.  But  unless  they  are  able  to  live 
it  we  ask  them  to  please  step  aside  so  that 
those  who  are  living  it  can  teach  it. 

No  man  can  teach  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  under  the  inspiration  of  the  living 
God  and  with  powei"  from  on  high  unless 
he  is  living  it.  He  can  go  on  as  a  mem- 
ber and  we  will  pray  for  him,  no  matter 
how  many  years  it  may  require,  and  we 
will  never  put  a  block  in  his  way,  because 
the  Gospel  is  one  of  love  and  of  forgiveness, 
but  we  want  true  men  and  women  as  our 
officers  in  the  Priesthood  and  in  the  Relief 
Societv. 


TESTIMONY. 

God  lives ;  Jesus  is  the  Christ ;  Joseph 
Smith  is  a  prophet  of  the  living  God ;  we 
have  the  truth ;  and  may  those  who  know 
it,  so  live  that  those  who  know  it  not  may 
investigate  the  plan  of  life  and  salvation 
and  obtain  eternal  life,  the  greatest  of  all 
the  gifts  of  God  to  man. 


I  wish  in  my  heart  that  all  the  members 
of  the  Church  have  the  loyalty  in  their 
souls,  not  only  to  believe  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  but  to  put  it  into  practice. 


I  promise  you,  as  a  servant  of  the  living

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250  Servicemen  Meet  On 
Catalina  Island

WITH  the  expansion  of  the  U.S 
Mai'itinie  Service  training  pro- 
grannne  at  Catalina  Island,  Calif.,  has 
come  a  proportionate  growth  of  L.D.S.  ser- 
vicemen's Sunday  School  on  the  station. 
Nearly  250  Mormon  men  now  have  resi- 
dence on  the  island,  the  largest  number  of 
members  of  the  Church  yet  to  receive  simul- 
taneous training  at  Catalina.  Over  1,500 
Latter-day  Saint  men  have  passed  through 
this  training  station  during  the  two  years 
of  its  existence,  and  with  but  few  excep- 
tions nearly  all  of  this  number  have  had 
the  privilege  of  attending  regular  Sunday 
School  meetings  while  being  processed  for 
careers  at  sea. 

At  first  the  services  amounted  to  little 
more  than  informal  gospel  discussions  and 
reading  sessions,  instigated  by  several  re- 
turned missionaries  who  met  faithfully  each 
Sunday  in  one  corner  of  a  mess  hall  and 
later  in  the  bar  room  of  the  Casino  Audi- 
torium. The  little  L.D.S.  group  effected 
an  organization  placing  permanent  person- 
nel men  in  office  to  direct  the  Sunday 
School.  For  over  a  year  the  Mormon 
Maritime  Sunday  School  travelled  on  its 
own  power,  enlarging  all  the  time,  and  this 
fact  was  officially  organized  as  an  L.D.S. 
M.I. A.  group  by  C.  L.  Nielsen,  co-ordinator 
for  the  Church  in  the  Southern  California 
area. 

Since  this  time  weekly  enrolments  in 
the  inter-mountain  west  have  brought 
large  numbers  of  Mormon  men  to  Cata- 
lina, and  boosted  the  average  attendance 
at  Sunday  School  to  about  90  persons 
during  the  past  vionth. 

On  Sunday,  Dec.  17,  the  first  Latter-day 
Saint  Servicemen's  Conference  was  held  at 
Catalina  in  the  beautiful  Casino  Audi- 
torium. Members  and  non-members  num- 
bering 150  persons  were  in  attendance,  in- 
cluding Capt.  J.  E.  Jeager,  commander  of 
the  station,  the  Protestant  chaplain  and 
other    Maritime    dignitaries.        Elders    D. 


Eugene  Moore  (Salt  Lake  City),  Alma 
Baird  (Draper,  Utah),  Austin  Haws  (Ver- 
nal, Utah),  and  Reed  Powell  (Provo,  Utah), 
all  of  whom  are  returned  missionaries, 
delivered  the  sermons.  Special  musical 
numbers  were  offered  by  a  Mormon  male 
chorus  of  ten  which  sang  "  High  On  The 
Mountain  Top  "  with  the  solo  by  Vaughn 
Terry,  of  Salt  Lake,  and  a  quartette  com- 
posed of  Elder  Haws,  Douglas  Orgill  (Kem- 
merer,  Wyo.),  and  Jack  and  Garn  Gilbert 
(Arcadia,  Utah),  which  presented  the  in- 
spirational hymn  "  0  My  Father."  So 
inspiring  was  the  meeting  that  only  a  few 
dry  eyes  were  to  be  seen  in  the-  large  con- 
gregation. Following  the  service  many 
boys  who  seldom  attend  meetings  expressed 
freely  how  deeply  touched  they  were  that 
morning  by  the  beautiful  spirit  of  the 
service. 

Typical  of  the  appeal  the  conference  had 
to  visitors  is  Capt.  Jeager's  comment: 

You  Latter-day  Saints  can  have  regu- 
lar use  of  the  Casino  Auditorium  any- 
time. We  plan  to  soon  engage  a  station 
organist  who  will  be  at  your  disposal.  I 
m,arvel  that  your  young  men  can  speak 
so  eloquently  and  authoritatively.  I 
appreciate  the  invitation  to  attend  to-day 
and  enjoyed  the  service  very  m.uch." 

Chaplain  Walquist,  who  has  become  a 
true  friend  of  the  Church,  exclaimed:  "  I 
wish  I  had  that  chorus."  When  he  was 
infortned  that  the  group  met  in  rehearsal 
just  the  day  before  for  the  first  time  he  was 
truly  amazed.  "  The  thing  that  impresses 
me  most  about  you  L.D.S.  men."  con- 
tinued Lt.  Walquist,  "  is  that  you  have  no 
need  of  chaplains — you  take  care  of  the 
needs  of  your  own  men.  We  have  a  diffi- 
cult time  getting  the  co-operation  of  other 
groups.  When  I  return  to  civilian  life  I'm 
going  to  endeavour  to  instill  this  kind  of 
independence  in  members  of  other  sects. 
The  first  men  to  approach  me  with  a  request

VFS,  he's  now  coming  home.  He's  re- 
turning with  a  scar  "  brought  from 
some  well  won  field."  Let  us  pray  that 
our  eyes  will  not  be  dim  in  their  apprecia- 
tion, of  what  he  has  done  for  us.  It  was 
Chief  Justice  Hughes  who  said  thai  each 
generation  must  pay  the  price  of  liberty. 
Maybe  in  the  great  philosophy  of  things  it 
is  not  a  mistake  that  we  du  have  to  pay 
continually  for  this  priceless  blessing 
'■  liberty." 

We  all  couldn't  go  to  the  front  so  we 
sent  that  boy  we're  talkjng  about.  Because 
he  bared  his  breast  to  the  enemy's  bullets 
he  may  come  home  with  scars.  They  may 
not  be  the  result  of  a  bullet  nor  of  a  thrust 
of  a  bayonet.  They  niay  be  scars  from 

other  battles,  other  than  powder  and  steel. 
But  just  the  same  they  will  be  scars. 

I  ask  you,'  dear  brother  and  sister  in  this 
Church,  are  you  going' to  criticize  him  un- 
mercifully for  some  apparent  weaknesses, 
or  are  you  going  to  be  big  enough  to  sense 
what  he  has  done  for  you  and  what  grati- 
tude you  owe  him?  Hadn't  we  better,  with 
all  the  charity  and  kindness  in  the  world 
that  Christ  tried  to  teach  us,  with  a  "  God 
bless  you,"  to  put  your  arms  around  him? 
Don't  forget  this — you  might  have  kept 
yourself  lily-white  as  far  as  some  of  the 
commandments  a^re  concerned,  but  when 
the  moment  called  ■  for  you  and  me  to 
charge  the  ramparts  and  face  a  pillbox,  we 
might  have  failed  and  yielded.  Again  I 
remind  you,  it's  the  sense  of  proper  values. 

Some  people  just  must  have  scriptures  to 
be  convinced.  To  them  I  quote  from  Him 
who  tried  to  get  us  to  think  straight.  "  And 
irhy  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy 
brother's  eye  but  consider  not  the  beam 
that  is  in  thine  own  eye?  "  Might  we  add 
what  vou  see  on  some  signs,  "  THIS 
MEANS  YOU!  "  Yes,  "  duty  is  some- 
thing disagreeable  that  the  other  fellow 
ought  to  do." 

When  this  fellow  comes  home,  that's 
when  he'll  need  the  Church,  and  that's 
when  he'll  need  his  friends  .  .  .  yes,  if  you 
please,  that's  when  we  should  put  our  ai-ms 
around  him.  Let  the  fervour  of  our  love 
for  him  overshadow  some  of  the  habits  he 
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might  have  picked  up  while  fighting  for  us. 
^ieniember  Christ  said  that  no  man  is 
greater  than  he  who  gives  his  life  for  his 
friend. 

Let  us  be  perfectly  friuik — "  When  John- 
nie comes  marching  home  " — what  are  you 
going  to  do  about  him?  ]f  ever  he  needed 
the  Church,  it  is  now.  Remember,  "Judge 
not  the  workings  of  his  brain.  And  of  his 
heart  thou  canst  not  see."  Remember  it 
is  through  the  sacrifice  that  he  has  made 
that  our  homes  and  ideals  are  preserved  and 
that  we  worship  God  according  to  the  dic- 
tates of  our  conscience. 

Creat  hearts  have  made  history.  You 
can't  think  of  liberty  without  thinking  of 
a  character  so  bold  and  brave  as  to  say  to 
his  men,  "  We  beat  them  to-day  or  Molly 
Stark  is  a  widow."  Yes,  when  we  think 
liberty,  we  see  a  brave  patriot  walking  up 
and  down  the  ramparts  of  Bunker  Hill  in- 
spiring his  men  with,  "  Don't  shoot  till  you 
see  the  whites  of  their  eyes."  A  glorious 
moment  as  in  vision  when  we  contemplate, 
"  Don't  give  up  the  ship  ";.  "  Give  me 
liberty  or  give  me  death."  We  experi- 
ence goose  flesh  in  the  words  around  the 
world,  "  All  I  regret  is  that  I  have  only 
one  life  to  give  for  my  country." 

"  Judge  not  the  workings  of  his  brain. 
When  you  discount  him  for  an  apparent 
flaw  in  his  make-up,  don't  you  dare  crumble 
to  the  earth  that  quality  so  much  in 
demand  these  days  and  in  every  age — 
courage  ! 

We  are  stressing  again  this  sense  of 
values.

for  Church  services  when  I  began  my  work 
at  Catalina,  were  the  Latter-day  Saints. 
You  have  always  had  my  respect  and 
admiration."  Chaplain  Walquist  was  so 
impressed  with  the  vocal  work  of  Elder 
Terry,  that  he  requested  him  to  sing  "  My 
Buddy  "  in  a  special  Protestant  Memorial 
service  which  followed  the  conference. 

The  Maritime  Service  has  its  "  Mor- 
mon Battalion  "  too.  From  a  recent 
enrollment  at  Salt  Lale  City,  Section  Xo. 
498  was  m,ustered  and  when  the  count 
ivas  taken  fifty  of  the  fifty-six  men  in  the 
flection  were  members  of  the  Church,  in- 
cluding five  returned  missionaries  from 
the  Spanish-American  Mission.  Forty- 
eight  of  the  fifty  L.D.8.  men  in  this 
section  attended  Church  their  first  Sun- 
day at  Catalina.  The  sight  of  this  many 
men  in  ranks  for  a  Church  party,  all  from 
one  section,  amazed  the  training  officers 
who  remarked:  "  We'll  do  anything  we 
can  for  a  group  like  this." 

Another  officer  who  had  inspected  the 
uniforms  of  our  boys,  said  "  One  thing  we 
never  have  to  worry  about  is  dirty  uniforms 
in  the  Mormon  Church  party.  We've  never 
yet  had  to  pull  a  man  out  of  ranks  because 
of  unsightly  dress."  This  section  has 
established  records  which  have  demon- 
strated to  the  entire  station  that  Latter-day 
Saint  training  develops  superior  men.  The 
Mormon  section  organized  committees  for 
study,  inspection  and  marching,  and  by 
these  efforts  captured  the  title  of  honour 
section  with  one  of  the  highest  scores  ever 
recorded  by  a  section.  Four  members  of 
the  outfit  have  volunteered  their  services 
with  drum  and  bugle  corps.  The  group  is 
led  by  a  Mormon  section  leader,  trainee 
Max  Rigby,  of  Logan. 

These  few  examples  may  demonstrate 
how  ably  the  L.D.S.  men  in  the  Maritime 
Service  at  Catalina  Island  are  living  the 
gospel  and  bringing  credit  and  recognition 
to  the  Church  through  their  efforts.  Men 
who  have  gone  before  have  established  a 
worthy  reputation  for  the  Church  at  Cata- 
lina, and  it  is  being  sustained  by  the 
righteous  living  of  the  present  Mormon 
group, 
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ARE  WE  ALIVE  AND  ENERGETIC?

SIX  years  have  passed  since  we  began  a 
special  campaign  by  direction  of  the 
First  Presidency  to  teach  our  people  total 
abstinence  from  the  use  of  liquor  and 
tobacco  and  to  win  users  of  these  narcotics 
to  total  abstinence.  Of  course,  the  Church 
had  been  teaching  the  Word  of  Wisdom  to 
its  members  and  the  world  for  more  than  a 
hundred  years  and  is  still  doing  it.  All 
Church  members  know,  therefore,  that  in- 
dulgence in  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
tobacco,  as  well  as  other  narcotics,  is  con- 
trary to  the  doctrines  of  the  Church.  Jiut 
so  prone  are  we  to  engage  in  worldly  prac- 
tices that  the  First  Presidency  felt  special 
efforts  should  be  made  among  our  people 
against  the  use  of  liquor  and  tobacco. 

In  the  revelation  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  known  as  the  Word  of  Wisdom,  the 
Lord  said  liquor  and  tobacco  are  not  good 
for  man.  He  did  not  tell  us  why.  No 
general  gives  his  men  the  reasons  for  his 
orders.  It  is  enough  for  them  to  know  the 
orders.  They   are   expected  to  obey,   or 

suffer  the  consequences  of  disobedience. 
But  since  the  Word  of  Wisdom  was  given 
in  February,  1833,  man  has  found  out  why 
liquor  and  tobacco  are  not  good  for  man. 
Hence  revelation  and  science  agree  on  this 
matter. 


So  the  Latter-day  Saints  have  the  joy  of 
knowledge,  divine  and  human,  that  makes 
it  impossible  for  any  of  them,  howsoever 
weak  in  the  faith  any  member  may  be,  to 
deny  the  bad  effects  of  either  liquor  or 
tobacco.  Among  these  effects  is  a  deteriora- 
tion of  faith.  So  we  say  the  cigarette  is  a 
faith  killer,  an  effect  that  all  workers  should 
be  willing  to  do  anything  in  their  power  to 
prevent. 

Hence  the  call  is  made  to  all  priesthood 
officers,  Melchizedek  and  Aaronic,  to  push 
forward  the  work  of  winning  addict  mem- 
bers to  total  abstinence.  The  method, 
does  someone  ask?  The  answer  is  easy — 
the  method  used  by  all  missionaries  of  the 
Church,  that  of  personal  contact.  But  this 
method  to  be  successful  must  be  charac- 
terized by  wisdom,  tact,  sympathy,  per- 
sistence, and  faith.  The  Lord  helping  (and 
the  Lord  will  help  all  worthy  of  his  help) 
the  job  can  be  done  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases  of  quorum  members.  But  usually 
it  will  be  a  delicate  if  not  a  hard  job.  Let 
no  worker  be  discouraged.  Let  no  officer 
fail  in  his  duty  to  those  who  have  been  so 
unfortunate  as  to  have  acquired  the 
smoking  or  drinking  habit,  regular  or  inter- 
mittent.

To  Those  Who  Think  They  Were  Born  Too  Soon  or  Too  Late 


UNDEll  tlie  tension  of  these  days  there 
are  those  who  wonder  why  it  fell  to 
their  lot  to  live  in  this  particular  troul)lea 
time  and  generation — those  who  feel  per- 
haps that  if  they  could  have  chosen  their 
time  of  life  they  could  have  chosen  better — 
back  in  some  golden  age,  whenever  that 
might  have  been,  or  in  some  golden  age  of 
the  future,  whenever  that  might  be.  But 
there  are  good  reasons  for  saying  that  per- 
haps it  doesn't  matter  so  much  when 
people  are  born,  so  far  as  genuine  happi- 
ness and  usefulness  are  concerned.  There 
are  both  happy  and  unhappy  people  in 
every  generation ;  in  every  generation  there 
are  misfits  and  there  are  those  \\ho  adapt 
themselves  well  to  the  circumstances  of 
their  own  day.  This  has  nothing  to  do 

with  time  or  the  material  conveniences  of 
life,  and  we  wouldn't  eliminate  the  causes 
of  unhappiness  simply  by  changing  our 
time  of  life.  And  if  we  really  want  to  know 
why  we  were  bom  now,  the  chances  are  we 
would  have  wanted  to  know  why  were  we 
born  at  any  time  in  which  we  might  have 
been  born.  Way  back  before  we  knew  any- 
thing about  sulfa  drugs  and  cellophane, 
there  were  still  people  who  wanted  to  know 
why  they  were  born  then,  and  no  doubt 
there  always  will  be.  But  the  foundations 
of  happiness  are  quite  apart  from  such 
things.  There  is  no  generation  that  has 
not  had  to  face  evil.  As  far  back  as  you 
care  to  pursue  history,  you  will  find  a 
record  of  warfare,  captivity,  slavery;  you 
will  find  those  who  have  stoned  prophets 
and  ridiculed  the  righteous.  There  is  no 
generation  in  which  you  might  have  lived 
in  which  you  would  not  find  someone  who 
would  be  ready  to  take  away  human  liber- 
ties when  the  vigilance. of  the  people  is  re- 
laxed, or  when  their  inward  defences  have 
become  weakened.  There  have  been  great 
men  and  little  men  in  all  ages ;  tyrants  and 
patriots  in  all  ages ;  oppressors  and  op- 
pressed. The  important  thing  about  life 
is   that   a  man   live   according   to   the   best 


knowledge  of  the  generation  in  which  he 
finds  himself,  and  render  the  greatest  ser- 
vice according  to  the  needs  and  circum- 
stances of  his  time  If  he  does  this,  he  will 
be  genuinely  happy  and  successful  no 
matter  in  what  generation  he  lives — 
because  the  basic  rules  remain  constant, 
and  so  do  the  ultimate  purposes  of  life — in 
every  generation.  And  so,  accept  the  time 
in  which  the  Lord  God  has  made  it  possible 
for  you  to  live,  and  get  in  and  do  the  job 
that  needs  to  be  done.  True,  there  are 
things  about  our  time  we  don't  like.  It's 
up  to  us  to  see  that  they  are  eliminated. 
Righteousness  will  never  cover  the  earth 
until  men  live  righteously.  Peace  will 
never  be  assured  until  our  lives  conform  to 
the  pattern  of  peace.  And  the  incident  of 
time  or  place  is  not  the  vital  issue.  Such 
is  our  answer  to  those  who  think  they  were 
born  too  soon  or  too  late.
